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HISTORY  OF  THE  NURSING  SCHOOL 

"Mighty  oaks  from  little  acorns  grow"  moy  describe  the  growth  that  has  taken  place 
in  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  N,  C.  Baptist  Hospital.  In  September  1923,  fifteen  students 
became  the  first  class  to  begin  training  here.  The  school  was  opened  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Edna  L.  Heinzerling  who  still  so  capably  directs  the  school  and  in  September  1949 
welcomed  a  class  of  fifty-three  students,  more  than  three  times  the  size  of  the  first  class. 
Ten  of  the  fifteen  from  the  first  class  completed  the  required  troining  and  were  graduated 
in  the  first  commencement  exercises,  held  May  25,  1926,  at  the  First  Baptist  Church.  Each 
graduate  was  presented  with  a  class  pin  and  $25  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Roddick,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  gave  each  girl  her  invitations.  Judge  A.  Woyland  Cooke,  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital  Board  from  Greensboro,  N.  C.  was  speaker  for  the  occasion. 

The  first  graduote  of  the  school  was  Miss  Bryte  Horrill  (now  Mrs.  Felix  Wilson)  from  the 
Mills  Home,  Thomasville,  N.  C.  who  completed  her  training  July  4,  1926.  Mrs.  Wilson  now 
lives  on  Meodowbrook  Drive,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  In  the  some  month  os  the  first  graduating 
exercises,  the  Board  authorized  the  building  of  a  Nurses'  Home.  Before  this,  the  students 
stayed  in  what  is  now  Myrtle  Apartments  and  also  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  hospital.  The 
Nurses'  Home  building  was  dedicated  on  March  29,  1928,  having  been  nomed  in  honor 
of  Miss  Blanche  Barrus.  Miss  Borrus  was  born  in  Pollocksville,  N.  C.  She  entered  Meredith 
College,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  in  1906  and  was  graduated  in  1910.  Her  classmates  tell  of  her 
unselfish,  sacrificial  spirit  and  her  constant  concern  for  others.  For  several  years  after  her 
graduation.  Miss  Barrus  served  as  executive  secretary  of  the  state  Woman's  Missionary  Union.

HISTORY  OF  THE  NURSING  SCHOOL 

(Continued  from  Page  84) 
Then  she  studied  medicine  in  order  to  become  a  medical  missionary,  India  being  the  foreign 
field  of  her  choice.  She  was  appointed  by  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  to  head  a  medical 
school  for  women  in  Indio,  but  before  her  ambition  could  be  realized,  she  became  ill  and  had 
to  give  up  her  plans  and  hopes  of  serving  in  a  foreign  land.  She  did  finish  her  internship 
before  her  death,  however.  Miss  Barrus'  portrait  now  hongs  in  the  living  room  of  the  Nurses' 
Home. 

In  1936,  eighteen  bedrooms  were  added  to  the  Nurses'  Home  and  in  1944,  a  $131,500 
addition  was  mode  with  accommodations  for  seventy-two  students  and  with  two  floors 
devoted  to  the  Educational  Department,  now  used  for  classrooms,  offices,  library,  and 
laboratories.  In  1942,  Victoria  Courts  Apartments,  accommodating  sixty-six  students,  were 
rented  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of  students  added  when  the  school  participated 
in  the  Government's  Cadet  Training  program.  Affiliating  students  came  to  the  school  for  the 
first  time  in  1944,  the  first  affiliation  being  arranged  with  Mary  Elizabeth  Hospital,  Roleigh, 
N.  C.  Later  students  from  Rutherfordton  Hospital,  Hamlet  Hospital,  and  State  Sanatorium, 
McCain,  N.  C,  were  accepted.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  NURSING  SCHOOL 

(Continued  from   Page  95) 

One  has  but  to  compare  the  student  nurse  of  1 923  with  the  student  nurse  of  1 949  to 
realize  the  growth  and  changes  that  have  token  place.  As  the  student  of  today  "groans" 
beneath  her  load  of  eight-hour  duty  (which  includes  her  class  hours),  she  may  feel  more 
fortunate  when  she  thinks  of  the  student  of  yesterday  who  hod  ten-hour  duty  on  the  wards 
plus  classes  at  night — with  no  class  hours  off  and  never  more  than  half  o  day  off  during  the 
week.  She  also  may  be  grateful  for  the  educational  director,  the  graduates  who  serve  as 
instructors,  the  doctors,  the  hospital  chaplain,  dietitians  and  other  specialists — all  of  whom 
work  together  to  give  her  a  well-rounded  and  practical  education.  These  persons  moke 
possible  many  advantages  that  the  student  nurse  of  1923  did  not  hove,  as  she  had  to 
depend  on  one  graduate  nurse  and  o  few  private  practitioners  for  her  instruction.  The 
psychiatric  offiliotion  begun  in  May  1948  with  the  State  Hospital  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.  gives 
to  the  student  of  today  a  broader  nursing  knowledge.  Also,  in  "those  days,"  classes  were 
held  in  the  basement  of  the  hospital,  while  the  student  of  1949  meets  her  classes  in  well- 
arranged  classrooms  and  laboratories  that  provide  facilities  and  equipment  for  learning  and 
practice  before  a   "real   patient"   is  encountered. 

The  school  uniform  has  changed  little  since  the  beginning  of  the  school.  The  colors 
hove  olwoys  been   blue  and  white.   The  student  of    1923   was   considered   well-groomed   in   a 

long-sleeved   blue   uniform   with   white  apron,   bib,   collar  and   cuffs,   and   not   lost  or    least 

block  shoes  and  stockings!  In  obout  two  years,  the  long  sleeves  were  changed  to  short  ones 
ond  the  black  shoes  and  stockings  become  a  lovely  white — to  the  joy  of  oil!  The  uniform 
later  wos  mode  in  one  piece.  The  cop  has  been  the  same  since  the  beginning  of  the  school. 
Simple  in  style  and  line,  it  is  on  exact  copy  of  the  cop  of  Miss  Heinzerling,  the  only  difference 
in  the  cops  being  the  way  they  ore  folded.  The  school  pin,  simple  in  design  and  beautiful  in 
colors  of  block  and  gold,  was  designed  by  Miss  Heinzerling   ond   members  of   the   first  class. 

The  school  did  not  moke  its  rapid  growth  ond  improvement  of  its  own  accord,  and  to 
Miss  Edna  L.  Heinzerling,  its  first  and  present  director,  and  her  staff  of  graduate  nurses,  con 
be  attributed  much  of  its  growth  and  success.  Miss  Heinzerling,  a  graduate  of  the  Whiteheod- 
Stokes  Privote  Sonotorium  (now  Rowan  Memorial  Hospital)  in  Salisbury,  N.  C.  has  served  as 
director  of  the  school  its  entire  life  except  for  two  brief  periods.  Under  her  direction,  the 
school  hos  grown  not  only  in  number  but  in  usefulness  and  its  graduates,  now  totaling  410 
(3  ore  deceased)  ore  serving  todoy  throughout  the  world. 

Recent  graduates  and  students  hove  also  contributed  to  the  school  in  vorious  ways.  The 
school  pennant,  in  colors  of  blue  and  white,  was  designed  by  Miss  Jeanne  Hollowell,  a 
graduate  of  the  class  of  1949.  To  members  of  the  class  of  March  1948  goes  credit  for  the 
school  paper.  The  Placebo,  Miss  Bettie  Boise  being  the  first  editor.  The  Student-Foculty 
Cooperative  Government  was  organized  in  1944.  Religious  activities  in  the  school  are  directed 
by  a  student  secretary  and  the  Christian  Student  Union.  To  several  members  of  the  class  of 
1946  and  Mrs.  Daphne  Penny  Stanton  (then  student  secretary)  the  school  is  indebted  for 
the  school   song   which   expresses  well   the   feeling   of   loyalty  and   pride   felt   by  each   student. 

And  so  the  school  has  grown — in  number,  in  ideals,  in  spirit — but  always  with  the  one 
purpose  of  bringing  physical  and  mental  health  through  the  beautiful  art  of  nursing  which 
Florence  Nightingale  called  "the  finest  of  the  fine  arts."
